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iLORIES OF THE FRANCISCAN ORDER 
By Rev. Francis Borgia Steck, O. F. M 
(Continued ) 
Literature and Art 
With the coming of St. Francis and the spread of his Or- 
der over Europe began a new era in literature and art. 


Francis of Assisi,” writes Thode, “by reforming, intensifying, 
and invigorating religious life, at the same time exerted the 
widest influence on culture in general and on poetry and art 
n particular.” The Saint himself loved and fostered the arts 
as priceless gifts from the Author of beauty and as efficacious 
means of promoting his glory among men. His Canticle of 
the Sun, that sublime improvisation, into which are infused 
“all the wealth of the Saint’s imagination and all the bold- 
ness of his genius,” as Cherance remarks, is at once a land- 
mark in the history of Italian literature and the keynote to 
the subsequent achievements of Franciscan artists. 
Poetry 

In poetry, the Franciscans devoted themselves especially 
to the sacred song and folksong. Among the first disciples 
of St. Francis we have two eminent poets, Fr. Pacificus who 
was crowned “King of verses” by Emperor Frederick II, and 
Fr. Thomas Celano, the author of the Dies Irae. Then follow 
Fr. Julian of Speyer (d. ca 1250) who wrote the rhyme offices 
for the feast of St. Francis and of St. Anthony, and composed 
melodies of plain chant; and Fr. John Peckham (d. 1292) who 
wrote an exquisite rhyme office for the feast of the Blessed 
Trinity. St. Bonaventure, the Seraphic Doctor, found time to 
compose the beautiful Philomela, the two remarkable poems 
Laudismus de Sancta Cruce (Praise of the Holy Cross) and 
Corona B. Mariae Virginis (Crown of the BI. Virgin Mary), 
and an inspiring Office of the Passion. Fr. Giacomino of Ve- 
rona (d. 1290) composed poems on Hell and Paradise, which 
must be regarded as preludes to Dante’s Divine Comedy. The 
greatest and most prolific of early Franciscan poets was Fr. 
Jacopone Benedetto of Todi (d. 1306), the author of the well- 
known Stabat Mater. In him the folksong of Italy reached 
its zenith. It is now an established fact that for his Paradise 
Lost, John Milton, the English poet made free use of the 
Adamo Caduto (Fallen Adam), a sacred tragedy written in 
1647 by a Franciscan, Fr. Serafino della Salandra. Not only 
is the English poem in many of its essential features a direct 
transfusion from the Italian, but even words, phrases, and 
lines have been lifted from the work of the obscure friar. Fr. 
Bernardine of Cingoli wrote a noteworthy elegy on the Fall of 
Constantinople. In the beginning of the 16th century, the 
poems of the Irish Franciscan, Fr. Eugene O’Doughee, became 
the national airs of the Emerald Isle. Of great importance 
for Italian folk literature are the famous Fioretti, a sort of 
Poetical vignettes from the life of St. Francis. Of Franciscan 
origin are also the Meditations on the Life of Christ, which 
form the basis of the miracle plays of the 14th and 15th cen- 
turies. The first Latin translation of Dante’s Divine Comedy 
was made by the Franciscan bishop, John Bertholdi of Serra-

valle, at the instance of the Council of Constance (1414-1418). 
Music 

In music, the Franciscans were especially active in behalf 
of plain chant, though they by no means neglected to cultivate 
also figured music. Important for the theory of this art were 
the writings of Fr. Roger Bacon and the achievements of three 
Franciscans who lived toward the end of the 15th century; viz., 
FF. Bonaventure of Brescia, Peter Canuzzi of Potenza, and 
Francis of Bruges. The violins and harps of Fr. Dardelli of 
Mantua (d. ca 1500) were in great demand, while FF. Conrad 
of Rottenburg, Leonard Marcae, and Urban of Venice were fa- 
mous organ builders. Perhaps the best known of Franciscan 
musicians, however, is Fr. Luigi Grossi da Viadana (d. 1627), 
the author of Concerti Sacri (Sacred Concerts), 100 in num- 
ber. As chapel master in the cathedrals of Mantua, Modena, 
and Fano, he upheld above all the dignity of artistic church 
music. Of his disciples, as far as the Order is concerned, the 
most eminent were FF. Bernard Strozzi, James Ganassi, Paul 
Cornetti and Jasper Casati. Besides these, there are Fr. John 
Dominic Caternacci (d. ca 1791), an esteemed master of count- 
erpoint, and Fr. David Moretti (d. 1842}, a celebrated com- 
poser and organist. A French Franciscan, Fr. John James 
Souhaitty (d. ca 1670) was the first to use the numerical no- 
tation that proved so helpful to popular instruction in singing. 
Fr. John Bermudo, who lived in the 16th century, is known 
for his treatise on musical instruments, while Fr. Francis 
Fuentes, two centuries later, wrote valuable works on the 
In Portugal, the best known Franciscan 
musicians are Fr. John de Natividade (d. 1709) and Fr. Francis 
d’Anunciacam (d. 1747). Here we may mention also the Ger-

Even more active and influential in the field of church mu- 
sic were the Conventual friars in the 17th and 18th centuries. 
Speaking of Guiseppe Antonio Ferrario, Proske in his Musica 
Divina says, “Who this Ferrario is can not at present be de- 
termined with certainty—It seems to me that he is one of 
the great and deserving members of the order of Minorites of 
whom so many and able works and even the names are hardly 
mentioned and known.” Of the many Conventual friars who 
are well-known in the world of music, the two greatest are un- 
doubtedly FF. Costanza Porta (d. 1601) and Giovanni Battista 
Martini (d. 1784). “By common consent,” Grove remarks in 
his Dictionary of Music, “Porta ranks as one of the great con- 
trapuntal masters.” Pere Martini, as he is generally styled, 
was the most distinguished scientific musician of the 18th cen- 
tury and the first to write a universal history of music. 

Painting, Sculpture and Architecture 

As the history of art sufficiently attests, the Order of 
Friars Minor exerted a far reaching and elevating influence on 
painting, sculpture and architecture. The poetical life of St. 
Francis and his first disciples served the greatest masters of 
the Middle Ages with materials for their most famous pro- 
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ductions. What the lay brothers of the Order have achieved 
with brush, chisel and compass has till now not been suffici- 
ently recognized by historians. Many an altar, choir stall, and 
statue, now the object of admiration in the old Franciscan 
churches abroad, is their work. A visit to the magnificent 
Church of St. Francis in Bahia, Brazil, might serve as an ex- 
ample to prove that the friars who wrought those wonderful 
carvings must have been men of extraordinary skill, talent,

We need but peruse the lives of Franciscan Saints to learn 
how, besides ministering to the spiritual needs, they in all 
climes and times also strove to better the moral, economical, 
and political conditions of the masses. All! historians, for in- 
stance, admit that the beginnings of democracy in Italy must

and correct terms those principles of civil liberty which in 
time led to the constitutional monarchy of England. The many 
infirmaries and foundling-hospitals which they founded and 
maintained during the Middle Ages testify to their zeal for 
the relief of suffering humanity. Like their holy Founder, they 
were traditionally the servants of the lepers, “perhaps the only 
activity,” as Holzapfel observes, “where envy did not pursue 
them.” During the plagues that so often ravaged the coun- 
tries of Europe in the Middle Ages, the Franciscans were ever 
the first to hasten to the rescuesof the neglected poor. So self- 
forgetting was their zeal during the terrible Black Death 
(1346-1349) that one third of the entire Order, about 20,000 
members, fell victims to their charitable ministrations. How 
they lived and labored solely for the people, we see also from 


the celebrated Montes Pietatis (Monti di Pieta), which they 
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founded and promoted in the 15th century. These were char- 
itable loan institutions, like our modern banks, designed to pro- 
tect the poor against the usury of the money-lenders. Among 
the many friars who were active in this respect, Fr. Barnabas 
of Terni and Bl. Bernardine of Feltre deserve special mention 
Finally, that the labors of the Franciscans among schismatics, 
heathen and pagans were so grand a success is in great part 
owing to the heroic spirit of self-sacrifice which they mani 
fested toward the aborigines in times of epidemics, famines 
In the middle of the 19th century, when 
the cholera swept over France and Italy, their services in 
behalf of the sufferers was publicly commended by both Gov 

ernments. To conclude, it was undoubtedly in view of this 
glorious chapter of Franciscan history that Renan, the French 
rationalist did not hesitate to say, “Next to Christianity, the 
activity of the Franciscans has engendered the greatest popu- 
lar movement that history knows.”

From the very beginning of the Order, Franciscans sought 
to further devotion to the Sacred Heart of Jesus. To St 
Anthony of Padua appeared the Blessed Virgin showing a 
heart that was crowned with thorns and bore the image of 
Jesus Crucified girt with the cord of St. Francis. The Seraphic 
Doctor, St. Bonaventure (d. 1274), may in truth be styled the 
of the Sacred Heart. His famous Vitis Mystica 
(Mystic Vine) “contains one of the most beautiful passages 
that ever inspired the devotion to the Sacred Heart, one ap 
propriated by the Church for the lessons of the second noc- 
turn of Our Lord himself showed Bl.

1322) his Sacred Heart, from which rays of light 
issued illuminating the whole forest. To this day, we are told, 
the path which the Saviour trod is barren, while the rest of 
the mountain is clad in rich verdure.
